DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose an organic EL display driving system having a power supply voltage 
controlling means that controls the power supply voltage for said organic EL display so 
that said power supply voltage is increased when said amount of incident light is large 
and decreased when said amount of incident light is small , as recited in independent 
claims 1 and 6, so as to reduce power consumption by the EL display without damaging 
the visuality of displaying contents. The remaining claims 2-5 and 7-10 are allowed by 
virtue of their dependencies on the independent claims. Hence, the examiner has 
allowed claims 1 through 10.
